EipeiiM ofUfflckal Mourning. 


A high offlelnl of the senate expressed the 


opinion the other day that tho heathenish 
custom of draping the exteriors of publlo 
tulldint;ti when public men die should ba 
•topped. At nil events, there were material 
reasons he mid, why it should coase so far 
a* the C'upltol wo-i concerned. It takes nbout 
0,000 yai (Is of calico and costs about $500 I o 
dr»p« itio exterior of tho Capitol, and t'lie 
calico u>,od once Is never lit for use again. If 
Ittnkes $500 to put thn Capitol In mourning 
the draping of all tho public buildings in tho 
United Mates must cost a very large sum 
$50.000 r.r more. 


But Living the cost out of tlie question, 


the Uaek calico works groat injury to the 
marble walls and pillars. The black dye 
transfers Itself from the cloth to tho marbfo, 
and the stain Is difficult to remove. Two or 
three years ago congress appropriated $4,000 
or $5,00(1 to have tho exterior of the Capitol 
cleaned. The only way to do it was to rub 
the maible walla and pillars with marble 
dust. 


It takes marble to clenn marble. Tho nro- 


eess was slow and costly, and the work was 
no sooner done than {somebody having died) 
the Capitol was ordered to be put In monrn- 
lng%galn. A shower of rain transferred the 
dyo from the walls and pillars, and when the 
mourning was taken down the exterior of 
the oapitol was more soiled' than ever. 
Putting it Into mourning had a sod effect on 
the Capitol.—Washington Post. 


The Change la Watch Cryilmli. 


There have been somo curious changes of 
late years In the fashions lorstnplo commodi- 
ties, and especially is this true In Iho matter 
of watches.

The introduction of these mass- 
ive crystals has brought about a change In 
the make of watches. 
Not half so many 


huntlng-t'used watches are sold as formerly, 
as they are so much less convenient than the 
opeD-f*oeil ones, and the thick crystal does 
away with the only real objection to the lat- 
ter.—Paris letter to the Philadelphia Tele- 
graph.

Difficulty of Introducing It-The Over, 
crowded Cemeteries—Fact! ftor Amerl. 
«an§ Who Prefer Burning to Burial. 
Influences of Religion. 


Cremation In France Is attended with diffi- 


culties. Technical questions have arisen and 
the laws regulating freedom of burial have 
caused unpleasant delays. Still, thecrowdod 
condition of the Paris cemeteries, where the 
dead are crammed into narrow mausolea and 
piled in an rndiscrlmlnato way on top of one 
another, renders a solution of some kind im- 
perative. When the cemeteries of fere le 
Chaise and Montmartre wore established they 
were on hillsides that were ar some distance 
In the country. Now, though they are not in 
the heart ot the city, they are far within the 
city limits and have a dense population on all 
sidea of them. 
No city in the world feels 


more imperatively the need of regulating the 
Important questions of burial in a manner 
that, while it shall respect the prejudices In 
favor of the dead, shall at the same time suffi- 
ciently protect the Interests of tho living. Ths 
establishment of a new cemetery on a grander 
scale at Mery sur Oiso, a few mi les from Paris, 
Iras been in contemplation since 1879, and as 
the project approaches solution the question 
of cremation is again being earnestly dis- 
cussed. In 1879 and again in 1880 cremation 
was by city ordinance made optional for th« 
friends of the deoeosnd, but the keeper of the 
seals found legal objections in the civil and 
pen.il code. Pending the settlement o.* the 
doubtful points Involved a society to promote 
eremnliou was formed, of which GambetUi 
was a profoundly convinced and exceedingly 
active member. A new law regulating freedom 
of burial was passed, and a crematory or 
crematory chapel, was erected in the least 
used part of Pore la Chaise, which is a con-

To innko it practical in a populous city, 
whore, if cremation birearrm fashionable, 
time would loprecious, the process should 
be accomplished m half on hour. It, is this 
shortening of the time that tho experts ar« 
studying at present. 
After having made a 


personal examination of tho crematories at 
Zurich and Milan they concluded that the de- 
sired result eould only be obtained I>;• raising 
the temperatures, and that \v...ul rihuiild be 
replaced by illuminating gin >imi;.-ieil with a 
current of air. Wood .>ury i;n, ^ a tcmpera-

She 
showed that she had placed the arsenic in the 
drawer of a dresslng-oase and a servant had 
been bribed to hand the poison to her master. 
In his weak condition ho did not correctly 
gauge the dose, and before anything could 
be done ho was dead. 


The-child-widow was placed on the witness- 


stand, and when she told her story, a scone 
followed such as no court-room ever saw be- 
fore. Crowds had gathered daily, and on this 
day there was not a dry eye in the court- 
room. The jurymen, the lawyers, and even 
the judge wept, and the stenographer's eyes 
were blinded so that he could not see to write.

Panicking the Gods in China. 


A funny story illustrative of Celestial sim- 


pllcity{or superstition ?) oomes from Foochow 
In China. There is B joss-house or temple in 
that city to which persons of a revengeful 
disposition are wont to rosort when desirous 
of obtaining satisfaction for an injury, the 
deities there being credited with the power 
to cause Instant death to those against whom 
their aid is invoked. After the death of the 
late Tartar general—the cause of which 
appears to have been rather mysterious—the 
supposition that he had fallen a victim to 
these particular josses was started by some 
of the gentry, and the viceroy thereupon gave 
instructions for an inquiry to be held into 
the matter. The taotal was commissioned to 
see the order carried out, and he went .to the 
temple and arrested fifteen of the josses. 
These Idols are of wood about five feet in 
hight. Before being taken into the presence 
of ths taotai their eyes were put out in 
order that they might not see who was their 
judge, so that they might not bo able to 
identify him In tbe realms above or below 
wherever they go I After an investigation 
a report of tha case was sent to the viceroy, 
who at once gave orders that tho josses should 
be decapitated and then cast into a pond I 
let withal, China claims to be a civilized 
country 1—London Figaro. 
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bow or pkoque as a mold. Then uoll m,u,0 
of the leather scraps in n pot in water in 
which alum has been dissolved in proportion 
of a tablespoonful to a pint. When the leather 
has become a pulp, line tho plata or bowl 
with it to the thickness of a. quarter of au 
Inch, pressing It down firmly with the angers 
nd sand-bag. This i» called the core and 
when dry is to be removed from tho mold and 
ornamented. 
To do this you may make any 


geometrical ornament that suite the fancy of 
eather pnlp or papier-macho (made by past- 
ing sheets of paper together); or you may 
tako wooden button-molds of various sizes 
which are to be glued to tho core ia patterns i 
or you may take some of the leather pulp 
modeling it into desired slmpos, und fasten it 
with strong glue to the core. When those are 
perfectly dry take a round piece of thin, plln- 
blo leather, two or throe inches larger in 
diameter than the work to be covered, steep 
It for a fow minutes in hot water and lay it 
on the core.. Beginning at tho center press It 
Into the core with the fingers and a dry 
sponge, using a wooden or bone bodkin to 
Work it carefully Into the angles of the orna- 
mentation. Wet the leather with a spongo 
as It becomes dry. When the whole is pressed 
down and tho pattern IB elear on the surface 
take the stamp and indent the background 
working doss to the ornaments. Next cover 
the back of the tray or bowl with leather 
firmly glued, bring the edges of the front 
piece over i i, and fasten with gl uo. 


After a little practice of this kind the 


worker will be able to undertake more Intel. 
cate forms, such as goblets or vases, molding 
them either by hand or upon china objects of 
almost any shape. If modeled upon ohlna a 
base or foot will be roriiiired with a piece of 
wood to hold tho vaso flrmly upon it. Invert 
the jug or vaee'upon this base and cover tho 
outside evenly with the leather pulp, smooth 
It, and let it dry. 
Then with the point of a 


sharp knife cut it from top to bottom on ono 
side, remove the shell, and carefully join the 
edges by stitching or gluing thorn together. 
Ornament the body of the vnso as before 
described and cover with leather, Indenting 
the background ; or the leather cover may bo 
flrst applied, ths pattern drawn upon it and 
the background indented. 
This will, of 


course, not give much relief, but will show 
the pattern plainly, and Is by far the simplest 
method of ornamentation. The background 
may be slightly stained before indenting 
which will give tho pattern the appearance of 
greater relief. • The stamp may be dabbod on 
printer's ink before applying it. 
Another 


mode of ornamentation is to out the pattern 
out of leather and applique it to rho object 
with glue, afterward finishing the edges with 
a tool which Is made for the purpose. This 
tool is in its simplest form a disk of brass or 
stool set in a handle In such n manner that it 
will revolve.

the other side also this repousse may be 
raised half an inch or so. When sufllclently 
raised finish the background with a cross- 
hatched stamp. These flat sheets maybe 
rolled around any shape when damp and re- 
moved when perfectly dry. Very useful as 
well as ornamental articles may be thus 
formed, such as umbrella holders, music 
rolls, boxes and even hall seats. In the latter 
case, however, the wooden shape had better 
be left inside. But the workvitself Is abso- 
lutely everlasting. 


There Is practically no end to the list of 


ornamental articles that may be fashioned 
from leather—tankards, vases, bowls, flower 
receptacles of different kinds, book-covers, 
cabinet-panels, chair-backs, etc. A lovely 
wall ornament that may be made to serve a 
Tariety of uses is In the shape of a horn, and 
another lea, helmet. 
Bonbonnleres may be 


made In a variety of shapes, and besides serv- 
ing as a receptacle to convey the • 'sweets to 
the sweet," eould be used afterward for some.

mind. If well done leather work might easily 
be turned to profitable account, and there Is 
no reason why the work should not be weU 
done considering the ease wijh whloh pro- 
flciency in the art may be attained. The small 
articles in old Florentine work are quite black 
either having been stained when mode or 
having acquired their dark color by time. 
The present taste is to work with rich brown 
or russet leather, to leave it unstained, and 
in every case to use varnish very sparingly 
ifatatf-PhlladelphiaBecord. 


Curious Legal Complications. 


The children of Marc Thomegay have re- 


cently cnused the record ot one of tho most 
curious legal complications ever known. 
Mare was a workman of Geneva, who came 
to England In 1784. According to his own 
account, as ho told It lu a petition to the 
council of Geneva some years afterwards 
"oneof the drat ties he formed In England 
was an attachment for Miss Martha Fowls, 
whom he Intended to marry a* soon as for- 
tune would allow him to do so." Being una- 
ble to marry, thoy lived together for several 
years and had three children. In 1749, how- 
ever, be married Elizabeth Woodhouse aud 
ono daughter was born to them. Elizabeth 
Woodhouso died In 1747, and lu 1755 he finally 
married Martha Fowls, by whom he had 
three more children. 
Two of her children, 


born before her marriage, returned to Geneva 
nnd married there, and in order to legitimize 
them Marc in 1774 appealed to «ie council. 


This, not being contrary to the law of Swit- 


zerland, was granted, and the children pro- 
nounced legitimate. In I860 a lady who was 
deseouded from Marc and his wife Elizabeth 
died intestate in England, possessed of a largo 
property, and to find her next of kin it was 
necessary to go back to thechildren of Martha 
Fowls. Then came the Issue between the de- 
scendant of the thros children born before 
wedlock, but legitimized by the Geneva court, 
and the children born after wedlock who were 
legitimate unquestionably under the English 
taw. 


The English law dons not permit children 


to be made legitimate by subsequent marriage 
but it gives effect to the laws of other coun- 
tries which held the contrary. Tho question 
was, of what country was Marc a citizen when 
he married Martha Fowls? The court holds 
that he had become a citizen of England, aod 
had never renounced his allegiance, and It was 
decided that tho r»presentatives of the flrst 
children could reoelvo no share of the prop- 
erty.—N.Y. Sun.

to our eastprn ports without the payment 
of duly. Sucretixry Dau Manning,who was 
considerable ol an American,promptly re- 
jected this request and declared that con- 
gress,by the abrogation of article SO of the 
treaty of Washington, had expressed its 
determination to protect American com- 
merce from foreign companies. But after 
Mr. Manning's death this ruling was re- 
versed. Tho administration gutu lo ILu 
Canadian subsidized company full liberty 
to compete with and to ruiu the business 
of American roads, the latter being at 
great disadvantage owing to tho restric- 
itions of tlio interstate commerce law, 
,which did not apply to the foreign mon- 
opoly. In this caao any jockey could have 
done better for his country than Mr. 
Cleveland did, but our president did not 
want to do well. He wanted Canada to 
]win, and ho "threw tho race." If he is 
not an English president, what is he? 


Again, when the fisheries troubles arone 


and outrages were beiu^f committed upon 
hundreds of American vessels, prompt, 
decisive and courageous action was neces- 
sity. But British interests were involved 
ai.a the president did not want to act. 
He favored a vacillating policy which 
would aid Great Britain. lie proposed 
the appointment of a commission to Bottle 
the matter, but congress rejected this 
proposition and passed an act, giving the 
president fall power to retaliate. Presi- 
dent Cleveland in his recent remarkable 
message to congress quotes this act as 
follows: 
"The congress has already passed a 


law, which received executive assent on 
tho Sfl dav of March, 1887. providing that 
in ca»e American n;=nmg vesseiu oenig or 
visittiig in tho waters or at any of ths 
ports of the British dominions of North 
America, bliould be, or lately had been, 
deprived of the rights to which they were 
entitled by treaty or law, or if they were 
denied certain other privileges therein 
specified, or vexed and Harassed in the en 
Joymoiit of the same, thp president mtghl 
deny to vessels und their masters anc 
crws of the BrKlah Donunuws of Ufctttn 
Amflrica any entrance into t&o watoM, 
pores, or harbors of the United State8;

This act refers not only to fish 
ing vessels and fish, but to all sorts ol 
produce and merchandise carried in ves 
sols belonging to the people of tho British 
dominions ol North America. It em 
powers the president to "deny entry into 
any port or place of the United States"— 
tp any railroad depot or warehouse—"o 
any product of baid dominions or otho 
gooc s coming frurn said dominions." 


What more authority could be asko< 


than is given in the above? Why did no 
the president enforce it? Solely, we be 
liove, because' ho did not want to ac 
against tlie interests of Great Britain 
During tlie past eighteen months he has 
had authority to resent the outrages per 
petratcd against our fishermen, and now 
ho comes forward and ablis for additioua 
power. 


Only one interpretation can be placec 


upon the conduct of President Clevelam 
iu dealing with this question and the taiifl 
and that is that his administration is con 
ducted in tho interests of Great Britain 
Every great ue\vspaper in England sup

— A prominent Methodist clergyman, Rev. 


Thomas Hanlon, of Trenton, who recently 
visited I'uropc, traveling in Great Britain, 
Belgium and Germany, gays of the condi- 
tion of labor on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic : 


At the docks in Glasgow, Scotland, I saw 


women with wheelbarrows heavily laden in 
line wilh coarse and hard looking men, 
wheeling freight to and from the steamboats! 
In the lialds doing all kinds of field work, I 
•aw as many women as men bard at work, 
u late us 8 o'clock in the evening. I saw 
this in Kngland. I aaw it in Belgium and 
Germany even to a greater extent than in 
England. In the cities of Antwerp and 
Brussels in Belgium and in Cologne I saw 
women doing the work of horses. They 
were hitched to carU heavily laden. For all 
this hard toil and these long hou-a each day, 
the wagng paid were scarcely half of what is 
paid to our laboring classes. This is true of 
•II kinds of labor in Europe. It is some- 
times B»id that while wages in Europe are 
low, the living is very cheap. 
They do live 


cheaper than we do. The poor creatures 
can't do otherwise. They li»e in the plainest 
manner. You rarely find a bit of carpet «n 
the floor of even what they call tbeir spare- 
room. Their tables contain rery few dishes 
of food. Meal and butter ire luxuries rarely
